Secy. James R. Barclay Strikes Aberdeen-Angus Balance 


We have again reached stock-taking time; the time when the 
comings and goings, the buyings and sellings are weighed up and 
the balance has to be struck by setting down whether the year has 
been one of progress or of retreat. In a word then let the balance 
be struck and let there appear the verdict of “progress.” While 
saying so it will not be very easy in a retrospect of the past twelve 
months to point out any outstanding feature which at once points 
the way and marks the measure of that progress; but here a little 
and there a little cireumstances have combined to force Aberdeen- 
Angus interests forward, even in face of difficulties of a nature 
that has seldom beset to greater disadvantage the industry of the 
breeder of pedigree stock. 

The breed started the year well. No agency has done more for 
the spread of Aberdeen-Angus cattle than the Fat Stock Shows 
and at the same time no breed has proved itself so well adapted 
for meeting the requirements for which in beef production directly 
and indirectly these shows stand. The Fat Stock Show season 
yielded many laurels for the breed and its crosses to be woven into 
the crown of victory which the Aberdeen-Angus has so worthily 
won, and continues to wear against all assaults by rivals. It was 
not only at the big events of the season that these laurels were won, 
but at the more local, and what may be termed the more commer- 
cial type of show—a type which to its winners carries perhaps a 
more practical reward. While there can be no doubt that these 
successes have led to much of the increased patronage which is be- 
ing extended to the Aberdeen-Angus breed both at home and 
abroad, the secret of the progress that has undoubtedly been made 
is to be found in what goes in the market place, in the favour which 
the practical retail butcher gives for the animal of Aberdeen-Angus 
type. It is for no philanthropic reason that he pays shillings per 
ewt. live weight more for this type than for any other; it is be- 
cause, in the words of the President of the Scottish Meat Federa- 
tion “there is nothing so economical in a butcher’s shop as a beast 
bred from the Aberdeen-Angus. We in the meat trade know at 
once by the quality what is bred from Aberdeen-Angus, and we 
appreciate it.” The extent to which the Aberdeen-Angus type dom- 
Inates the highest ranges of the ordinary markets for commercial 
fat cattle, and the general acceptation of this fact as a matter of 
common experience is reflected in the growing demand that is be- 
ing experienced for representatives of the breed, and explains how 


it is that, despite highly unfavourable economic conditions and en- 
forced restrictions in trade, the year has seen very real and dis- 
tinct progress for Aberdeen-Angus interests. In seeking to cater 
for the butcher, the breeder and the feeder have to keep the Aber- 
deen-Angus strictly in view, and this accounts for the very sound 
basis upon which we find business has been transacted in pedigree 
cattle of the breed. It accounts too for the hundreds of Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls which have been purchased for Ireland, whence comes 
such a large proportion of the feeding cattle for British require- 
ments. An analysis of all these circumstances points directly to 
breed progress, which has had its outcome in the starting of many 
new herds in England, Scotland and Ireland and in a much more 
widely spread demand for Aberdeen-Angus bulls for crossing pur- 
poses. 
Preceded by such a successful Fat Stock Show season, the 
Spring sales passed off with quite a satisfactory tone. At fourteen 
different centres in Scotland, England and Ireland there were sold 
at the Spring sales 1963 head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle bringing 
a total of over £93000, and working out at a general average of 
£47:11:1. Of bulls alone the number sold was 1680, and these made 
an average of just under £50, which must be regarded as all the 
more satisfactory in view of the highest price being only £556:10s, 
made by one of the bulls from the herd of Colonel Kennedy of 
Doonholm. To the Kinermony herd fell the distinction of making 
the best average of any herd represented at the Perth sale, name- 
ly £196:2:10 for five, of which the highest priced was £388:10s. 
Amongst other averages at this sale were £185:17s for three from 
Asleid: £177:9s for eight from Ballindalloch: £162:15s for three 
from The Burn: £141:15s for two from Auchterarder, and £141:1:10 
for eight from Doonholm. The very satisfactory average of £50:- 
6:6—a rise of fully £2 per head on the year—marked the Aberdeen 
sale as one of the best ever held there. The success was due in 
goodly measure to the fact that the representatives of the Irish 
Department were operating freely there, while they had been un- 
able to do so at Perth. The honours of the day fell to the herd of 
Mr. F. L. Wallace of Candacraig, who had an everage of £155:18:6 
for eight bulls, his highest price being £399. Significant amongst 
the Spring sales however was that held at Dublin, at which 244 
bulls made an average of £63:16:5, the highest average of the series 
of Spring sales, and a very notable testi- (Continued on page 36

The editor has asked me to contribute something to the Holiday 
Number of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, and it has occurred to me 
that about as good a subject as I could choose would be to tell 
something of my observations made in connection with our show 
circuit this year, embracing a territory reaching from Honolulu, 
Territory of Hawaii, on the west, to Springfield, Mass., on the east, 
which afforded me an opportunity for personal contact with a great 
many Aberdeen-Angus breeders. 

In western Canada where our first exhibits were made early in 

July, and where it has been our custom to exhibit intermittently 
since 1912, conditions were found to be about the 
same as have prevailed there since post-war defla- 
tion set in, indicating that times are not so bright 
as they might be for the cattle producer in that sec- 
tion. Canadian cattle raisers have faced harder con- 
ditions than American breeders, because of the high 
duty placed on Canadian shipments into the United 
States which is claimed by Canadians to amount to 
practically an embargo. At any rate the greater 
part of the Canadian cattle surplus is now marketed 
in England and the cost of transporting them there 
is so great that only a small net return is left the 
grower for the ani- 
mals which he ex- 
ports. Naturally 
this condition cur- 
tails the market for 
pure bred breeding 
stock and breeders 
are suffering along 
with beef producers. 
Whether the Unit- 
ed States breeders 
would benefit by in- 
creased trade with 
Canada enough to 
more than offset the 
harm done to the 
commercial beef 
market of the Unit- 
ed States by allow- 
ing free entry of 
Candian beef cattle 
is a question open 
for debate. Canadi- 
ans contend that we 
would receive the 
greater benefit by a 
downward revision 
of the tariff and 
there are no doubt 
Americans who 
agree with them. 
Coming from along 
line of Republicans 
as I do I believe in 
the protective tariff - 
policy and in my opinion for the best interests of our country we 
should maintain a tariff effective to industry and agriculture alike 
with a flexibility which will allow for extraordinary and changing 
conditions. 

Notwithstanding the adverse circumstances mentioned, western 
Canada has many enthusiastic Aberdeen-Angus breeders who have 
not lost faith in the future. A number of them brought out splen- 
did exhibits, with the result at Calgary, Edmonton, Saskatoon and 
Regina, the four principal shows of western Canada, the Aberdeen- 
Angus exhibit excelled that of either of the other beef breeds. 
Some of the exhibitors who deserve credit for making these shows 
what they were for the breed and who are doing most to advance 
the breed’s interests in western Canada, are Sam Henderson, R. R. 
Buchanan, C. H. Richardson, A. A. Richardson, Harry Leader,

were represented— 
herds that have been 
heavy winners at re 
cent Chicago Interna- 
tionals.

Canada and with men of the character of those named back of it, 
it cannot fail to make substantial progress during the years to 
come. It is a pleasure to make the Canadian shows. On every 
hand the attitude of the host is in evidence rather than that of the 
competitor and I trust that we shall always accord visiting Cana- 
dian exhibitors the same warm reception that has always greeted 
us when exhibiting in that country. k 
Our next show was at Philadelphia, which was our main ob- 
jective. Here we found the greatest collection of pure bred live 
stock which has probably ever been assembled. Philadelphia ap- 
parently did not realjze the importance of this event. At any rate 
there was no marked disposition on the part of the people there t0 
attend the show and rather inadequate facilities were offered for

26 has been a most successful season for the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. Beginning with the National Western Expo- 
sition at Denver in January where the breed made its best appear- 
ance in the history of that show and carrying on through the en- 
tire season at all the leading fairs and shows of the States and 
Canada with practically the same results there could be no pre- 
diction other than a bigger and better show for the Chicago In- 
ternational which was to close the events of a great year for the 
breed. That there were some fifty head of breeding cattle in ex- 
cess of last year was no surprise to those who had been closely 
following the shows of the season. ; ; 
Everyone was looking forward to the finals at Chicago with 
hope and anxiety. Many of the finest specimens of the breed had

met somewhere during the summer and fall shows, had their little | 


tilts in the show rings and were of course more or less confident 
of their final ratings. As usual there were some “dark horses 

that no one seemed to know much about, hence speculation was 
rife when the shiny, smooth coated Blacks began to assemble in 
the stalls at either side of the big show arena. “Eyes” were cast 
wistfully at the massive creatures so nearly covered with heavy 
blankets but they could scarcely penetrate the “nut shells” as it 
were to get at the real meat of the situation. Occasionally some- 
one would bravely uncover one of his string, immediately there 
was an audience. Even then heads would shake and the remark 
“T dunno about it”? passed frequently among the boys most inter- 
ested. “Have you seen this one or that one” and “I’d like to get 
a peep at that one” were oft repeated. 

The mystery of it all was soon to be solved when at shortly 
after eight o’clock Monday morning the aged bulls began to file 
in on the old tan bark we all love so well. Thirteen bulls, weigh- 
ing better than that many tons lazily wended their way through the 
aisles and finally found themselves segregated at the far corner 
of the arena where Judge Blizzard the “little” big man of Okla-

homa A. & M. College stood ready to pass the closing judgment of 
the season—it was the final court of appeal for 1926 and the hon- 
ors gained here were to be cherished a lifetime by the successful 
contenders. 

Professor Blizzard has the happy faculty of showing no out- 
ward evidence of his inward impressions. He went at the job much 
after the regular classroom style of every day business. His sys- 
tem of going carefully over the animals in class and then asking 
for a march made very little shifting of positions necessary after 
the individuals had been invited back into line. When the first 
round had finished there stood at the head of the class the Scripps 
bull from Michigan, Quality Marshall that last year had stood 
second to the Briarcliff bull Enchanter of Page in the two year 
old class, while the latter bull stood next this time. It was a hotly 
contested battle. Enchanter had been defeated at the Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial by Playman of Sunbeam and the next week had turned the 
tables on the veteran championship winner at the Eastern States 
Exposition and now he was to experience the sensation of having 
another slipped in ahead of him, thus shattering his chances for 
the grand championship honors. Third position was held by Black- 
cap Bandolier 2d, a bull that had been a consistent grand cham- 
pion at many state fairs for Henry Schmuecker & Sons of Iowa. 
Billy of Woodcote held fourth place in class same as last year for 
Mr. Cutler’s Woodcote Stock Farms of Michigan. Evolution Mar- 
shall, a new son of Earl Marshall stood next for Escher & Ryan of 
so There were three other sons of Earl Marshall in this aged 
class. . 

The two year old class brought out ten splendid young bulls, 
among them will be some strong contenders in the aged class next 
year. The good young bull Revolution 7th shown by Harrison 
Stock Farms of California earned the blue. He is a son of Black- 
cap Revolution and a grandson of Earl Marshall, a very promising 
candidate for next year’s shows. He found his chief contender to 
be Prizemere 32d a son of Prizemere 9th 
shown by Congdon & Battles of Washington, 
he too was held up wonderfully and will be 
remembered as standing second in class last 
year also. Next came Escort Marshall by 
Earl Marshall and shown by Escher & Ryan, 
he had improved since last year, having made 


some excellent winnings this season; Fuller- 
ton’s Sunbeam Farms of Oklahoma placed 
The Peer of Sunbeam fourth and Ames Plan- 
tation Eristocrat stood fifth. This was a 
very strong showing down to the end. In 
fact every animal led out at the 1926 Inter- 
national was worthy of highest honors in any 
show so it was just a battle royal to deter- 
mine who should survive the test. : 

The Junior two year old class brought 
out twelve very fine young bulls. Here it 
was that something out of the ordinary oc- 
curred. Iowa State A. & M. College of Ames 
won the class with their newly acquired herd 
bull, Harvest Model. He was crowded very 
closely by another son of Prizemere 9th, this 
time it was Prizemere 55th also shown by 
Congdon & Battles. Third place was held 
by Blackcap Marshall 32d another son of 
Earl Marshall shown by Armstrong & Son 
of Illinois. Queenmere 29th also by Prize- 
mere 9th secured fourth station for Congdon 
& Battles and Woodcote Stock Farms held 
fifth with Benedict of Woodcote 2d a son of 
Imp. Elcho of Harviestoun. 

The senior class for 1925 was a beautiful 
thing to behold, it was proudly led by Briar- 
cliff Elban a son of Revelerica who in turn 
is one of the greatest breeding sons of Black- 
cap Revolution. This youngster last season 
led his class for Briarcliff Farms of New 
York also.

THAN HIS NEIGHBOR RECEIVED. 

Here is the story of an actual occurrence that took place byt 
a few miles away from the Journal office. One that can be yer. 
fied any time the fact is questioned. The calves here considera 
were all weighed over the 
same scales and purchased 


by the same man. Here is 
the story. Just a few days 
ago Mr. C. T. Rierson, an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeder resid- 
ing near Radcliffe, Iowa, sold 
his load of twenty head of 
steer and heifer calves to a 
feeder living just outside his 
immediate neighborhood at 
the flat price of 8 cents per 
pound for the whole bunch. 
The calves were high grades, 
having come from good grade 
cows and pure bred Amer- 
deen-Angus bulls. They 
weighed an average of 400 
pounds each, bringing an av- 
erage of $32.00 per head. 


This same feeder called 
on a near neighbor and pur- 
chased his load of 400 pound 
calves, that averaged slightly 
older as to age. They were 
a good quality of farm calves 
as farm calves generally go. 

These calves 
were separated. The heifers 
sold at 6 cents per pound and 
the steers at 6% cents per 
pound and the feeder felt 
that he had made by far the 
best buy when he secured the 
Blacks.

‘At this great World’s Fair, held in com- 
memoration of the 150th anniversary of our 
nation’s birth, Aberdeen-Angus herds from 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts met the best 
from the corn belt and other sections of the 
country and the prizes were widely distrib-

aon to the fact that the mammoth stadi- 
um in which the live stock was supposed to 
have been shown, was under preparation for 
the Tunney-Dempsey prize fight which took 
place a week later, it was necessary for us 
to show our cattle in an open space in front 
of the tents where the exhibits were housed, 
an arrangement which worked out more 
satisfactorily in the end for the exhibitors. 

Practically all of the Philadelphia herds 
moved on to Springfield, Mass., the follow- 
ing week, where one of the best and most 
efficiently managed shows of the United 
States is held each year. I had the honor 
of judging the Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
Springfield last year and it was certainly 
a pleasure to be there again this year in the 
role of an exhibitor. From watching at the 
beginning of the show, Miss May Buckler 
piloted her fine Shorthorn-Aberdeen-Angus 
crossbred steer with the skill of a veteran 
showman through to the Club grand cham- 
pionship to the highly interesting and en- 
joyable banquet of the Eastern States Beef 
Producers Association, there was not an 
uninteresting moment for me at this show. 
If all banquets were as entertaining as the 
one presided over by the versatile Mr. 
Reynolds at Springfield, I should certainly 
not miss an opportunity to attend. Two 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders, Mr. Oakleigh 
Thorne and Kenneth McGregor, gave inter- 
esting talks at the banquet. Mr. Thorne’s 
subject was the better beef movement and 
Kenneth emphasized the advantages ob- 
taining in the east for the profitable pro- 
duction of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. an opin- 
ion in which I heartily concur. I am par- 
ticularly enthusiatic about the breed’s pos- 
sibilities in New England. Here we find 
unusually good grazing land, a countryside 
of striking beauty, and one of the most 
thickly populated sections of the world to 
feed. a combination which should make 
cattle breeding both profitable and enjoy- 
able. Westerner though I am, I am free 
to confess that New England has a singular 
attraction for me. Perhaps my Vermont 
ancestry is accountable for it. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed was credit- 
ably represented at the Trenton, New Jer- 
sev. show by several of the best herds from 
Philadelphia and Springfield, I am told the 
best exhibition the breed has ever put on 
at this fair. 

From Trenton, N. J., to Honolulu is a 
long distance. but we were fortunate in 
having an exhibit at each of these widely 
separated places. Although the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed is comparatively young in the 
Islands, there are already a number of good 
boosters there. chief among them is Harold 
K. L. Castle. Chairman of the Live Stock 
Committee of the Territorial Fair. As an 
'nternationally known polo player, large 


land owner and Aberdeen-Angus breeder, 


Mr. Castle’s influence is far reaching and 
it is being directed toward the improve- 
ment of the beef stock of the Islands. He 
has recently been active in the Better Beef 
movement and is feeding and marketing 
choice Aberdeen-Angus steers produced on 
his ranch through the best markets in Hon- 
ilulu with gratifying results. 

I count it a privilege to have had the op- 
portunity of witnessing so many of the 
great displays the breed has made this 
year, and to have had some part in them, 
but after looking over the magnificient an- 
imals shown I sometimes wonder if we are 
not making a mistake by exhibiting so 
many highly conditioned mature animals. 
Would it not be wiser to retire show ani- 
mals to the breeding herd after they have 
reached maturity rather than take the 
chance of impairing their future usefulness 
by long and continued overfeeding? By the 


same reasoning, would it not also be bet- 
ter to show all of our breeding cattle in 
more moderate condition? 

In my travels about the country this year 
I have made it a point to obtain the view- 
point of representative breeders and stock- 
men of every section I visited as to the fu- 
ture of the industry and found a general 
undertone of confidence and optimism ex- 
pressed everywhere. It seems to be the 
concensus of opinion among all authorities 
that Aberdeen-Angus breeders will benefit 
most by the Government standardization of 
beef which will soon be effective. 

As this is written there are yet three of 
the most important shows of the year to 
be held. I am looking forward with no lit- 
tle anticipation to attending all three, and 
I expect to see our breed come through the 
final and greatest show of all, the Chicago 
International, with undiminished glory.

lected the sale cattle and the catalogs were 
published afterwards, listing only such ani- 
mais as had been selected by the commit- 
tee. That plan allowed only the persons in 
attendance at the show the privilege of 
knowing what was to pass. through the sale 
ring. In its endeavor to find the best solu- 
tion to all these perplexing questions the 
management this year catalogued such en- 
tries as made application, published the cat- 
alogs in advance and mailed out to those 
who were interested and made themselves 
known. As a result 56 head were entered 
from twenty-seven different herds. 

Early one morning all these cattle were 

called into the arena. The bulls in one. class 
and the females in another. Immediately 
the committee consisting of J. D. Blackwell, 
of Missouri, F. B. Turnbull, of Ohio, and J. 
M. Tudor, of Iowa, proceeded to place each 
class. The first twenty-five bulls in the 
line were given a place in the sale and the 
first twenty-one females were likewise 
treated. Last year but thirty-three head 
were sold. This time however forty-six were 
selected and sold. Some discussion as_ to 
the advantages of this form of cataloging 
was carried on. The majority apparently 
favored the new procedure because it gave 
outsiders an opportunity to know what had 
been entered and what would be for sale 
should all not be accepted. In deciding the 
number to be sold the committee has to take 
into consideration many items, chief among 
these the outlook for consumption. The sale 
cattle were all numbered in their stalls so 
those interested might have an opportunity 
to go over them carefully in advance of the 
sale. 
The sale was set for Wednesday after- 
noon, December 1st. and the seats began to 
fill better than an hour before the sale was 
to start, resulting in a packed house by the 
time the meeting was called to order. 

Secretary Tomhave introduced President 
Fullerton who made a few brief remarks, 


congratulating the showmen for the splen-.- 


did exhibits they had presented generally 
throughout the country and for the fine col- 
lection of cattle that had been entered for 
the sale. He expressed it as his opinion 
that now was a logical time to enter upon 
the pure bred breeding business and made 
brief reference to the splendid showing 
made at the American Royal at Kansas City 
two weeks earlier where the 1200 head of 
Aberdeen-Angus calves frem the Post Es- 
tate in Texas found new homes before any 
other cattle started to move and at two to 
three cents per pound premium. Proving 
conclusively that those who know Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle realize what they are worth 
for the feed lot. 

Secretary Tomhave then gave a very brief 
synopsis of Association affairs and the 
prospects for the future calling special at- 
tention to the 70 per cent increase in new 
members over the year 1925 and the 25 per 
cent increase in registrations over 1925. 
Transfers, he said, showed an increase of 7 
per cent over the previous year. A record 
that would be difficult to break for the en- 
suing season, but that all indications point 
toward even greater attainments for the 
year we are about to enter into. 

The auctioneers on this occasion were 
Cols. W. H. Cooper and N. G. Kraschel who 
made the opening address in which he 


stressed the importance of the cattle indus- 
try in the agricultural scheme of this earth. 
Sixty-nine per cent of the earth’s surface he 
asserted is suitable only for grazing pur- 
poses, of the remaining thirty-one per cent 
which is under cultivation 10 per cent is de- 
voted to cotton, 20 per cent to cereals for 
human consumption and 70 per cent to 
growing feed for live stock. He referred to 
the very splendid work being done by the 
Better Beef Association. Col. Cooper im- 
mediately mounted the block and with a few 
remarks relative to the merit of the offer- 
ing proceeded at once to sell cattle. E. T.

Finally when 
the time was up he had found a new home 
with the State Agricultural College of Mis- 
sissippi at $600.00. The selling was not as 
snappy as the quality of the cattle suggest- 
ed for every man was there to drive a bar- 
gain, and they did. Generally speaking the 
sale was a splendid success as far as prices 
go and the way the cattle were scattered 
about the globe was indeed pleasing to the 
fraternity. The first bull out proved the 
top for the bulls. ; 

“Earl Marshall blood” attracted its share 
of attention in the young bulls, the Harrison 
Stock Farms passing his grandson Blackcap 


Marshall H. 2d through Earl Marshall 6th 
to John A. Brown of Detroit at $510; his 
great grandson Harrison Prideman 17th 
through Blackcap Revolution to E. E. Park- 
hurst of Maine at the same price; Revolu- 
tion 16th by Blackcap Revolution to Hartley 
Stock Farms at $310 and Blackcapper Har- 
rison 18th another grandson through Black 
Marshall 11th to Purdue University at $425. 
While the Hartley Stock Farms sold Glen- 
carnock Revolution 30th a son of Blackcap 
Revolution to Briarcliff Farms in New York 
at $500, the same firm taking another son 
Blackbird Marshall of Page, a son of Bar 
Marshall at $375. J. D. McGregor of Can- 
ada, sold Marshall of Vauxhall to the Dins- 
more Estate in New York at $550 and he 
was sired by Blackcap Revolution. 

Robert McEwen, of Stoufville, Ontario, 
selected the young show bull, Permit 11th, 
offered by J. Garret Tolan, being a grand- 
son of Oakville Quiet Lad, coming through 
Eileenmere 4th, at $355. Johnson Work- 
man found just what he was loking for 
when John Fitch presented Epter Marshall 
by Earl Marshall, for which he gave $210. 
There were a lot of genuine bargains but 
that was to be expected for it is the purpose 
of the breeders to encourage beginners to 
— here for seed stock of the highest or- 

er. 

There was but $3.50 difference in the av- 
erage price per head between the bulls and 
the females, and that in favor of the latter. 
Responsible for this difference in a marked 
degree was the beautiful show heifer Eline 
Harrison 2d, a daughter of the great Black- 
cap Glenn 2d whose misfortune it was to be 
out on the show circuit as a running mate 
for Blackcap Revolution last year else he 
might have had a long string of champion- 
sh*p ribbons attached to his belt. She was 
offered from the Harrison Stock Farms in 
California and topped the females at $775, 
going to Ames Plantation where our good 
friend “Jock” Bruce will find great pleasure 
in bringing her along for the next Interna- 
tional. 

When the auctioneer announced “that’s 
all” the crowd was still intact on the seats. 
A quick scanning of the list of buyers dis- 
closed that the buyers names were for the 
most part unfamiliar. Mr. Parkhurst of the 
farthest northeast corner of Maine and Mr. 
Castle of faraway Hawaii and purchased 
more cattle than anyone else. Many new 
herds were started here. And strong addi- 
tions were added to many of the old estab- 
lished herds. This sale surely has set a pre- 
cedent as to valuations, pointing clearly to 
a marked increase that should prevail 
throughout the coming year.

To her 
left is Jumbo, the 
calf that topped the 
Third Club Auction 
at the Chicago Union 
Stock Yards which 
was held under the 
auspices of the Inter- 
national Live Stock 
Exposition, on Aug- 
ust 27th. He weighed 
820 pounds and sold 
to the Advance Pack- 
ing Company of Chi- 
cago at $12.25 per 
hundred weight, this 
being the top of the 
market up to _ that 
time. 

The story is told by 
Miss Patterson. 


Prince 

You asked for the story of my calf which 
topped the Chicago market, and, since it 
was one of two which I fed in the Boone 
County Calf Club during the year 1926, 
my story will concern both. 

The calves were raised on our farm and 
were selected from the pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus 1925 calf crop. 

On being weighed into the Club Novem- 
ber 20, 1925, Jumbo weighed 360 pounds 
‘and Prince 415 pounds. 

Until April, 1926, they were fed with the 
rest of the baby beeves, then were tied up 
and fed on a ration of corn, linseed oilmeal 
and alfalfa hay—all they could eat—and in 
July barley was added to this ration. 

From August 25th until 28th they were 
shown at the Boone County Achievement 
Show. Jumbo weighed 865 and Prince 1000 
pounds. 

Prince was awarded first premium over 
fifteen other Aberdeen-Angus and on being 
shown in the Grand Champion Class was 
selected as reserve; the grand champion 
was a Shorthorn. 

I took Prince to Des Moines to the State 
Fair with thirteen other club calves, and 
there he placed tenth out of about eighty 
in the Junior Aberdeen-Angus Class. 

Boone County had twelve calves out of 
fourteen in the money class at State Fair 
and placed fourth in the mixed carload lot. 

Jumbo was shipped directly to Chicago 
from the Achievement Show in Boone and 
was sold there at auction to The Advance 
Packing Company at $12.25 per hundred- 
weight, the highest market up to that time. 
Since he weighed 820 pounds in Chicago he 
brought me $95.90, excluding $4.55, the ex- 
pense of shipping. 

Prince was auctioned with the other 589 
baby beeves at the State Fair at $12.00 
per hundredweight, bringing $118.80, be-

sides $24 in prize money. The $95.90, 
$118.80, and $24.00, made a total of $238.70, 
without counting my free trip to the fair, 
the good time there, and all the other good 
times. 

During the summer my calves received 
frequent baths and whenever anyone came 
to our place I led the calves out so they 
would become accustomed to strangers. 
They were blanketed during the day all 
during the summer, in darkened stalls, each 
having his own feed box. 

I spent eight days at the fair, receiving 
free lodging at Pine Cresé Lodge and pay- 
ing only a dollar a day for board at the 
Boy’s and Girl’s Club dining hall. The club 
spirit was strong and I never had a more 
enjoyable time than I did there, and hope 
I can do the same thing again some time 
but it will be impossible for me to join the 
Calf Club for this year as I am finishing 
high school and must stay in town much 
of the time since we live five and a half 
miles from town. 

At the fair I had the privilege of hearing 
Governor Kendall speak, as well as several 
other well-known men of Iowa, not to men- 
tion the fun I had with other club members 
and the new acquaintances made. 

My advice to anyone who has a possible 
opportunity to join in club work is to do so, 
for not only does one learn numerous 
things, and have good times but also a 
financial profit is realized. 

I am enclosing a picture of myself and 
my two calves which was taken June 16. 
zaaee is on my right and Jumbo on the 
eft. 

I will close hoping you are able to use 
some of this material and asking you to 
please send me a copy of the paper when 
published, if you find this material ac- 
ceptable.

calves. He believes that it pays to keep his 
breeding cows in good condition the year 
round, considering it false economy to al- 
low them to run down during the winter 
and hence go on grass in a thin, weakened 
condition. 

All the bull calves were castrated in May 
before the cows were turned on pasture. 
The calves ran in the pasture with their 
mothers, witheut grain, until October 26. 
They were then brought in and started on 
a light feed of whole oats and shelled corn, 
with what alfalfa and clover they wanted. 
They were weaned on December 9. By that 
time they had become accustomed to the 
grain feed and hence suffered very little 
shrinkage from the weaning process. From 
weaning time on grain was fed twice a 
day. Then up to January 1 the calves were 
fed all the ground ear corn they could 


clean up in 30 minutes, morning and even- 
ing, with one-half pound linseed oil meal 
per calf daily. Whole oats were fed once 
a day at the rate of two pounds per calf. 
For roughage, they had access to mixed 
clover and alfalfa hay. 

For the next 60 days the calves were al- 
lowed a trifle more oil meal and given more 
time to clean up their feed. Otherwise the 
same ration was fed as before. During this 
period they were eating 16 pounds ground 
ear corn, two pounds whole oats, and two- 
thirds pound oil meal per head daily, in ad- 
dition to the mixed clover and alfalfa. Be- 
ginning March 1, the whole oats and clover 
hay were eliminated. Frim this time on to 
the middle of April, the average daily con- 
sumption per calf was 18 pounds ground 
ear corn, two-thirds pound oil meal, with 
all the alfalfa hay they wanted. 

To give variety and stimulate the appe- 
tite the ration was changed about the mid- 
dle of April. A small amount of whole oats 
was added, also blackstrap molasses and 
corn silage. The silage was first put in the 
feed bunks and the ground ear corn poured 
over it. Then the molasses, diluted one- 
half with water, was poured over the ear 
corn-silage combination. The average 
daily ration was then as follows: 18 pounds 
ground ear corn, 1.2 pounds whole oats, 1.5 
pounds blackstrap molasses, 1.66 pounds 
oil meal, 10-12 pounds silage and free ac- 
cess to alfalfa hay. 

The same feeding system was followed to 
the close of the feeding period except that 
beginning the latter part of May the ground 
ear corn was gradually replaced by shelled 
corn. The calves were finished in the dry 
lot. Mr. Oelke fed some raw bone meal as 
well as a little commercial mineral mixture 
during the winter and spring. In addition 
to this, and here is something interesting, 
the 49 baby beeves which he had together 
in the lot were fed 50 pounds of ordinary 
clean black soil each week. “The calves 
liked this black dirt and ate it just like a 
boy eats sugar,” says Mr. Oelke. “It in- 
creases their appetite with the results that 
they eat more grain. 

The Minnesota carload baby beef contest 
was made possible through the liberal fin- 
ancial support which it received from the 
Minnesota Live Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, from every interest on the South St. 
Paul live stock market including the pack- 
ers, commission companies .and stock yard 
companies, and from the American Here- 
ford and Shorthorn Breeders’ Associations. 
Prizes amounting to $922.50 were provided. 
Of this sum $650 was open money, $172.50 
was contributed by the Hereford Breeders’ 
Association, and $100 by the Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association. The Hereford asso- 
ciation added 50 per cent to all prizes won 
by Hereford carloads. Ellsworth, the win- 
ner, won $150 of the open money plus $75 
and a trophy given by the Hereford Breed- 
ers’ Association. Walter Oelke, who ranked 
second, won $100, and Jodie Anderson, who 
was third, won $75. All of the 18 entrymen 
received some part of the money. 

The contest was originated by A. A. Dow- 
ell “to apply the Babcock test to beef pro- 
duction.” Other motives were the acquir- 
ing of information regarding the feeding 
and management of calves and baby beeves 
and the comparative value of different for- 
ages and grains. 

“The contest has demonstrated the im- 
portance of keeping records of the date of 
birth of calves and the identity of their 
dams up to the time of market, so that in- 
ferior dams can be weeded out,” says Mr. 
Dowell. “Every feeder near the top used a 
bull and cows of medium to big type. The

"cee the less-tender cuts of beef pre- 
sents a different problem than does broil- 
ing, panbroiling, and roasting which were 
discussed in the preceding article on the 
subject of beef cookery. The principles of 
those three methods are the same; namely, 
the retention of all the natural meat flavor 
by a quick searing through the application 
of intense dry heat. These methods can 
only be used for those cuts which by the 
nature of their muscle structure do not need 
long cooking to make them tender. 

The parts of the beef animal which have 
coarser muscle fibers and greater amounts 
of connective tissue must be cooked for a 
longer period of time at a lower tempera- 
ture and with the addition of moisture be- 
cause the connective tissue requires moist 
heat to soften it. The retention of flavor 
must be considered in cooking the less-ten- 
der cuts, but as these are usually served 
with a gravy or sauce made from the liquid 
in which the meat is cooked that factor is 
not so important, as the flavor of the meat 
juices which escape is retained in the sauce. 


In cooking the less-tender cuts of meat by 
the long slow methods, the surface may be 
sealed in two ways to prevent the escape of 
the juices. The meat may be seared or 
browned on all sides before any moisture is 
added, as is done in braising or in making 
a brown stew. The surface protein may al- 
so be coagulated or hardened by plunging 
the meat into boiling water as is done in 
boiling meat or in making stews. On the 
other hand, in some cases, the object of the 
cooking process may be to draw out as 
much of the flavor into the broth as possi- 
ble. This is what is done in making soups 
and still another kind of stew. 

The methods of cooking the less-tender 
cuts are boiling, braising, and stewing. 

Boiling. Meat cooked by this method is 
left in one compact piece. The cuts best 
adapted to this method are from the chuck, 
plate, and flank; the rump and round may 
also be used for boiling. The plate may be 
boned and rolled, and while it carries con- 
siderable fat, the fat is very palatable and 
is peculiarly adapted to boiling. 

Strictly speaking, “boiling” does not ac- 
curately express this process, because for 
the greater part of the cooking period the 
meat is simmered at a temperature below 
the boiling point of water. If a piece of 
meat is plunged into boiling water or very 
hot fat there is a crust formed which pre- 
vents the escape of the juices and flavoring 
matters. Meat cooked in this way retains 
most of its flavor and has the desired meaty 
taste. It follows that the broth will not be 
rich and savory. It is not possible to have 
a rich broth and a juicy, highly flavored 
piece of boiled meat at the same time. 

_ If the meat alone is to be used—and this 
is usually true in boiling a large piece—the 
cooking process is this: Plunge the meat 
into a large amount of boiling water and 
keep at the boiling point for ten minutes. 
This will coagulate the albumen and seal 
the pores of the meat, thus preventing the 
escape of the soluble albumen and the juices 
from the interior of the meat. If the high 
temperature is continued throughout the

entire period of cooking, the whole of the 
meat is brought near the temperature of 
boiling water and all the albumen will be 
hardened and dry. This is a mistake often 
made in boiling a piece of meat. The con- 
nective tissue which binds the muscle fibers 
together is completely dissolved and the 
meat is literally cooked to pieces yet the 
fibers are not moist and tender. There- 
fore, after the first ten minutes, the temp- 
erature should be brought down to about 
180 degrees F., and this temperature main- 
tained for the rest of the time. A longer 
time will be required to cook meat in this 
way, but the juicy, tender product justifies 
the additional time. 

Stewing. Stewing is another excellent 
way of cooking the less-tender cuts of meat. 
The cuts used for stewing are the flank, the 
neck, the plate, and the shank. Stewing 
differs from boiling in that the meat is cut 
into small pieces, and that the liquid in 
which the meat is cooked forms part of the 
dish. The methods involved in stewing dif- 
fer according to individual preference. Since 
the broth is used, it is not essential to pre- 
vent the escape of the juices into that broth, 
indeed, the whole stew is more savory if the 
juices are allowed to escape, as then they 
flavor all the vegetables that are put into 
the stew. This is the reason for cutting the 
meat into small pieces, for in this way more 
surface is exposed to the dissolving action 
the water. 

If it is desired to have a rich broth around 
the meat and vegetables, the method follow- 
ed is this: Instead of plunging the meat in- 
to boiling water, it is put into cold water 
and slowly brought to a temperature of 
about 180 degrees F., which is really a sim- 
mering temperature. It should be kept at 
this point for several hours. Treated in 
this way the broth will be rich, the veg- 
etables will be well flavored, and the meat 
itself will be tender and juicy. 

Another way to make a stew is to plunge 
it into boiling water, maintain the tempera- 
ture for ten minutes and then reduce the 
—_ and stew gently until the meat is ten- 

er. 

The third treatment is to sear the sur- 
face of the meat first. This results in the 
meat being more savory but the whole stew 
less so than in either of the two first meth- 
ods, although the gravy has the rich brown 
color and flavor that comes from searing 
meat in hot fat. A stew should always be 
kept covered during cooking, otherwise flav- 
or is lost in the escaping steam. 

Braising. The third method of cooking 
the less-tender cuts is braising. This is one 
of the very best ways of cooking these cuts. 
The cooking vessel must be one that may be 
closely covered, such as a double roaster, or 
casserole. A Dutch oven is a splendid uten- 
sil for this type of meat cookery. A fire- 
less cooker and the waterless cooker may 
also be used to advantage. 

The cuts of meat used for braising are 
the chuck, the rump, the round, the plate, 
and flank. The medium tender cuts, such 
as the rump and the round and the chuck 
may be braised in one large piece. The least 
tender cuts must be cut in small pieces. 

Braising is a combination of roasting and 
stewing. The amount of liquid used varies 
from as little as possible to enough to not 
more than half cover the material. More 


liquid is sometimes used, but then the pro- 
cess is really stewing. A good rule is to 


keep the liquid to about one-fourth the 
height of the meat. 

The principles of braising are these: Sear 
on all surfaces and add just enough liquid 
to keep the meat from sticking. Add more 
liquid as necessary but never very much at 
one time. When the meat is half cooked, it 
should be turned so that both halves will 
have cooked in the liquid. 

A pot roast is a sample of braising, so is 
a Swiss steak. A real pot-roast is cooked 
on top of the stove, preferably in an iron 
pot, but it may be cooked in a closely cov- 
ered dish in a moderate oven. Forty-five 
minutes to an hour per pound is allowed for 
cooking in this manner. The same general 
procedure is followed for braising small 
pieces of meat, but the cooking period is 
only one-third to one-half as long. 

In a later article ways of making meat 
tender by mechanical means will be dis- 
cussed.

PB icy pm Breeders’ Association for the 
ear 1926 is one that will long be remem- 
bered because of the fine feeling displayed 
and the general good fellowship evident on 
every hand. The day had been filled with 
arduous duties for both officials and breed- 
ers connected with the annual sale event 
which continued well into the late afternoon 
making it necessary to somewhat delay the 
start of the evening meeting which was pre- 
ceded by a splendid dinner banquet at the 
Hotel Sherman. About one hundred twen- 
ty-five covers had been laid in the Crystal 
Dining Room where the delegates and mem- 
pers assembled to enjoy a real feast—phys- 
ically and mentally as well. ; 

Immediately following the dinner Presi- 
dent Fullerton arose and gave a few brief 
remarks of greeting, turning at once to the 
business of the hour which was to consist 
chiefly of an address by the Hon. Duncan- 
Marshall, of Toronto, Canada. The address 
was so filled with spice that the Journal has 
made special arrangements for its presen- 
tation. . 

Following Duncan Marshall, President 
Fullerton, introduced the guest of honor, 
Harold K. Castle, of Honolulu, who had 
come all the way, some 4000 miles, as a 
delegate from his native land. Mr. Castle 
told in a delightfully pleasing way his ex- 
periences with the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
and something of the history of the breed 
on the Islands. Closing by inviting the folk 
from the mainland down to enjoy a visit to 
his beautiful Island ranch. 

Following this address a short business 
session was held in which the delegates as- 
sembled, discussed matters of prime import- 
ance to the breed and transacted such busi- 
ness as should regularly come before it. 
Among other items was the election of di- 
rectors. Messrs. A. C. Johnson of Chicago 
and Kenneth McGregor of California, retir- 
ing and in their stead Messrs. Philip R. 
Park of Jefferson Farms, Maine, and H. A. 
Thompson, of Indiana, were elected as new 
members of the Board. Messrs. John C. 
Mills, of Missouri, F. B. Turnbull, of Ohio 
and J. M. Tudor, of Iowa, were re-elected 
to succeed themselves. 

By unanimous vote of the assembly Presi- 
dent Fullerton was returned for another 
term. At a called meeting of the Board of 
Directors the next morning, John C. Mills, 
the former treasurer resigned his position 
and was succeeded by J. D. Forrest of War- 
renton, Virginia. Secretary Tomhave was 
continued for another year. So everything 
is set for a big year and everyone seems in- 
clined to improve every opportunity to 
make 1927 the banner year for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in America. 

It is indeed a great pleasure to present 
here the Hon. Duncan-Marshall’s address: 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: It was with 
a very great deal of pleasure that I accepted the in- 
vitation tendered by the Association to appear at “his 
gathering. I have for a matter of fifteen years made 
an annual pilgrimage to the International Live Stock 
Show and I was spending this week in the city in any 
event, but I was very pleased to be invited by the 
Angus Association to address you this evening, be- 
cause, as a good many of you know, for a matter of 
fifteen or twenty years I have been and am now a 
breeder of Shorthorn cattle. I have occupied every 
Position on the Shorthorn Executive Board including 
that of president of the Dominion Shorthorn Breeders 
Association, and I think I am the only president of 


the Shorthorn Association in Canada who during the 
occupancy of his office, was the chief speaker inside 
of one week at the meeting of the Ayrshire Associa- 
tion in Ottowa and the meeting of the Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Association at the picnic in the city of Wood- 
stock. So you see I am a bit cosmopolitan so far as 
breeds are concerned. 

A man who says something at a gathering at this 
time is bound to have to say something favorable to 
the breed, and I was glad to come here because, as 
one who fancies Shorthorn cattle, I believe that I can 
say and truthfully say a great many things in favor 
of the breed that you people are interested in. 

have visited the Old Country upon several oc- 
casions, and when I go there I make it my business 
not only to see the breeders of the cattle in which I 
have had some more or less personal interest, but I 
also see the breeders in all lines of live stock. 

And just let me say this: During the last few 
weeks I have been engaged in preparing some news- 
paper stories with respect to the early production of 
Scotch Shorthorn cattle by Amos Cruickshank, the 
greatest Aberdonian breeder of this type of cattle and 
I am glad to be able to candidly say to you tonight 
that when Amos Cruickshank took the beginnings of 
the breed of Shorthorn cattle and endeavored to im- 
prove them and make of them a breed of cattle that 
the hope would be a rent paying proposition in the 
north of Scotland, he made the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
the pattern after which he was going to fashion the 
new breed he was going to make (applause), and I 
am quite sure a large measure of the success he 
achieved was due to the fact that he did approach 
something of the type of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in this new animal he was endeavoring to produce. 

The world is large enough and there are different 
people enough who fancy different breeds, that there 
does not need to be any jealousy or any feeling of 
that kind as between breeds of cattle, either in this 
country or the old country. As a matter of fact the 
thing that makes cattle breeds is men. After all it 
is the men with the enterprise, ability and intelli- 
gence and education and training who give time and 
attention to the breeding of high class live stock, that 
build up and make any breed, and the few things that 
I may have to say about the Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
I can say quite candidly, quite frankly, quite truth- 
fully and quite enthusiastically without having any- 
thing in the back of my head about the breed I hap- 
pen to fancy, because I am not going to attempt to 
ride two horses, or, rather, two head of cattle tonight. 
I never try to do anything like that; endeavoring to 
serve two masters is a very difficult and dangerous 
kind of thing. I knew a fellow who tried to serve 
two masters at once and he is serving a sentence for 
bigamy now. (Laughter and applause.) I have no 
notion to take any chances of that kind. 

I have read something of the history of MacCombie, 
who was at least one of the original men in Scotland 
who helped to lay the foundation of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed, and the more I have read of the history 
of William MacCombie, and I have been reading some- 
thing of it laterly, the more pleased I am to find 
that he was a man of superior intelligence; that he 
was a broad minded man who took an interest in the 
public affairs of his country, who was a member of 
the British House of Commons from the North of 
Scotland, and who served his country not only in the 
political world but in the agricultural world as well, 
by giving his great intelligence and great ability to 
the laying of the foundation of this breed of cattle. 

I am very pleased to have present here tonight on 
my right hand my friend and almost neighbor farm- 
er, because distances in Western Canada do not count 
for much—a man who is the one man in the Domin- 
ion of Canada who made the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
north of the 49th parallel, Mr. J. D. McGregor (ap- 
plause.) 

I remember upon a second occasion when I visited 
Scotland, a day or two after I landed there I went 
to the Edinburgh show and a friend of mine intro- 
duced me to George Sinclair, the farm manager for 
the Earl of Roseberry, who by the way, was here this 
year judging cattle at the Royal Winter Fair at To- 
ronto. 

Just as soon as I was introduced to Mr. Sinclair, 
without a word of caution at all he said “Ye are frae 
Canada you ken J. D. McGregor?” And I was very 
pleased to be able to say I did and when I did then 
IT had a letter of credit to Mr. George Sinclair. I am 
quite sure if I had told him I did not know Mr. Mc- 
Gregor he would have made up his mind at once that 
I had a pretty poor knowledge of live stock in the 
Dominion of Canada; but I had the open sesame to 
his acquainance because I knew Mr. McGregor, who 
had through him bought a good many cattle in the 
Old Country. 

Mr. Sinclair was in the City of Toronto the other 
day and, among other things, I said to him I was 
coming to this meeting. ‘Aye mon,” he said, “Do 
you intend to breed blacks noo.” I just said “Hardly 
that, may be.” ‘Aye mon,” he said “if you would 
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use more black bulls in Canada you would sell your 
store beasties in Scotland all the better.” (Applause). 

I think there is a good deal in what Mr. Sinclair 
said, because I watched carefully the sales of store 
cattle made after the embargo was removed from cat- 
tle from Canada, selling in Scotland and I am bound 
to admit the black cattle were received most favor- 
ably and the Scotch breeders are perhaps the largest 
buyers of Canada cattle in the Old Country to feed 
during the winter. 

That day I was introduced to Mr. Sinclair he gave 
me very clear evidence that he was born and raised 
in Aberdeenshire, of the type of man who has pa- 
tience, industry and skill enough to build up a breed 
of cattle like the Aberdeen-Angus cattle. I went with 
him to a tent to have lunch and, looking around the 
wall I saw several signs on the wall and they all read 
the same. This was in the year 1920. They all said 
“Only one quality of whisky is served in this tent, 
30 per cent under proof, price two shillings a glass.” 
Now the thing that struck me as rather remarkable 
was that any Scotchman could be persuaded to pay 
two shillings for a glass of whisky (laughter) when 
there were twenty distilleries along the banks of the 
river Spey alone, and I turned to one of my friends 
and said “I knew a lot of Scotchmen in my native 
county in Ontario long since dead, but if they could 
just rise up and see this sign, they would be quite 
content to drop back dead again,” (laughter). Mr. 
Sinclair who was sitting right in front of me at the 
table looked at me and said ‘“‘Aye, my laddie you need 
not go back that far, it is myself that never expected 
to live to see the day; I mind when we were at Aber- 
deen on the Hieland Shore and I said to the lassie 
‘A bit of whisky’ and she poured it “Tuppence Ha’ 
Penney,’ I said, ‘Is it good whiskey? And she said 
‘Indeed we have no other kind.’ I said ‘Have you 
any other variety? ‘She said ‘Our best is tuppence, 
our special is tuppence ha‘ penney,’ and I took spec- 
ial, but mon it is a far cry from tuppence ha’ penny 
to twa shillings.” (Laughter and applause). 

“Aye” he says ‘“‘ I remember another time when 
there were five of us from Aberdeen went down to 
London to the Smithfield Show. We got in in the 
morning and went into a bar and one said to the 
bit lassie ‘Give us five drams of whiskey.’ She pour- 
ed it out, he threw down twa and six and we drank 
the whiskey and then he hung around and hung 
around and, finally, he said to the bit lassie: ‘Where 
is my change’ she said ‘There is no change, whiskey 
is six pence in London.’ He said ‘Why, it would take 
all of ten shillings to make a man drunk here,’ but 
today he said “Ten shillings would not get you started 
the noo,”” and I am bound to say he had a very clear 
appreciation of just what it meant to spend money 
on whiskey, and when I took him the other day in 
the city of Toronto up to look at the splendid build- 
ing in which the cattle are exhibited, when the build- 
ing was most elaborately decorated for the occasion 
and was very beautiful I am bound to say that when 
he came in and looked around his first remark was 
“Aye mon the decorations would cost a pretty penny.” 
(Laughter). 

Now these are the kind of men who made the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed of cattle, men who counted the 
cost, who counted values, and who are endeavoring 
by their skill and ability to breed up and develop a 
breed of cattle that would pay the rent for the tenant 
on the farm in the north of Scotland and make him 
some money. And that is why the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are the kind of cattle they are today; it is be- 
cause they were built up by men of that kind, who 
felt that they had to pay the rent, that they had to 
have cattle that were profitable and they had to farm 
successfully. But I am bound to say that one of the 
things that has made British agriculture is a thing 
that on this continent we to some extent despise and 
that is tenant farming, because tenant farming in 
England and Scotland developed the kind of farmer 
who could pay the rent. It meant the survival of the 
fittest, because you either had to be able to pay the 
rent or else you had to quit farming and go at some 
other job that was easier, and most other jobs are, 
because I am quite prepared to confess that it takes 
more ability, more brains, more intelligence to farm 
successfully and, particularly to breed high class cat- 
tle successfully, then it does to perform the duties 
of any other occupation that there is in the world 
today (applause.) 

That is why I want to say that men and women 
who are gathering in Associations and spending some 
of their time and their effort and their energy in de- 
veloping high class cattle and making agriculture a 
more interesting and a more attractive thing in order 
to keep the best of the boys and girls who are born 
on the farms, and the farms are doing more for agri- 
culture than any other class of people in the country. 
And agriculture will interest people to engage in it, 
and cattle breeding will attract people just when the 
occupation is pleasant and delightful, and it is the 
breeding of high class cattle out of which people can 
get a great deal of satisfaction and pleasure and 
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profit. That is the kind of thing that wiil make 
iarming worth wiiie in this or any other country. 

I want to say tiat my ilisi interest in high class 
live stock was deveioped Lecause | was a boy born 
on a brush farm in tne northern part oi the Frovince 
of Ontario and saw it ail cieared though I was not 
big enough to do very much of the work myseli, but 
il know what pioneeriig in ihe words of the Province 
of Ontario was, and my interest in high Class cattie 
was tirst deveoped by a miliionaire lumberman who, 
ufter he had made His money in that occupation, went 
to Scotiand aud bought $90,0v0 worth oi high priced, 
high class, pure bred cattie and brought them to our 
neighboriovd and then took them around to ail the 
local shows, and ior two or three years we saw as 
iine an exhibit of cattle at these shows as could be 
seen at the City of ‘Moronto, and there are 4@ greai 
many boys who got their tirst education, who got 
their first understanding of wiat a reai good breed 
was by seeing these catile. 1 hung around the cat- 
tle sheds for days at Paisley and fairs at other towns, 
small country iairs, and i got some inspiration and 
desire to some day own sume good Cattie from see- 
ing those cattie there. 

There are many men and women in countries like 
the United States and Canada who have made some 
money in something else but who are attracted by 
the land and the liie on the iand, who can contribute 
a great deal to agricuiture fur its development and 
its improvement, by spending some of their money 
in the breeding of high ciuss cattle, in order to in- 
crease the number of good cattle that are in the coun- 
try and so make agricuiture more attractive than it 
is at the present time, and in that way they will give 
this inspiration to many a tarm boy. Something 
greatly to be desired, because the great probiem that 
we have today in Canada, and 1 have no doubt you 
have the same problem in the United States, is to 
save the boys who are born on the tarms tor the 
farms. That is the thing we want to do. If we get 
a few fellows back to the laud, they will be all right. 
We will get some people perhaps trom Kuropean coun- 
tries to come into Canada, but the great prubiem we 
have is to keep the boys who are raised on the farms, 
on the farms, and the only way you wiil keep the 
most intelligent of these boys is to elevate agricul- 
ture to that standard and to that position where they 
will realize and recognize it offers them the greatest 
opportunities that they may have in life; and get the 
boys and girls to understand that it takes more abil- 
ity and more training and more education to make a 
high ciass live stock breeder than it takes to make 
anything eise, and if they get that understanding and 
that viewpoint, then there will be no trouble about 
the future of agricuiture, either in your country or 
in my country. 

I know we wiil have to send a few farm boys to 
the city; there have to be a few great educators, a 
few great lawyers, a tew great merchant prin- 
ces in most of the cities, aud there is only one place 
where such men come from, and that is from the 
land. We have to raise a few and send them in, but 
the worst of the boys we raise on the farms will do 
for these jobs (applause). You can make a pretty 
good professional man cut of a pretty dumb country- 
boy and the idea will be to save the best and the 
brainiest of these boys for the occupation in which 
they were born. But we will have to help the cities. 
You know great cities like London and New York 
would die of their own rottenness in a century if it 
were not for the good young red blood that is pump- 
ed into them from the agricultural districts that sur- 
round them. The country districts will have to save 
the cities and themselves. 

But one of our problems is to save the intelligent 
boys who are born on farms for agriculture, and the 
only way you will ever do it is by breeding high class 
live stock, because there is that interest and attraction 
in breeding good cattle, horses, hogs or sheep or what- 
ever they may be, that will attract these bright boys 
and will engage their attention and keep them on the 
farms. So a man or woman who is engaged in the 
breeding and developing of high class live stock in 
the country is contributing to the solution of that 
problem. 

Friend, Mr. McGregor kas done a great deal in Can- 
ada for all kinds of high class live stock and for a 
great many classes of live stock, but particularly for 
the Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and it is quite natural that 
he should be interested in the cattle breeds, because 
he inherits a taste for that sort of thing. His an- 
cestors began a great many years ago and lifted most 
of the cattle out of the north of England and brought 
them up in the regions of Scotland adjacent to that 
part of England. 

I know something of this myself because my people 
come from the border country and some of my ances- 
tors are described by Sam Crockett in one of his books 
where he writes of the people in the north of Eng- 
land and far ben the tyne, his ancestors and mine 
which accounts for our interest in live stock, since 
our ancestors spent most of their time lifting the 
cattle belonging to the hated Sassenach in the north 
of England and carrying them to where they properly 
belonged, in the adjacent part of Scotland (laughter 
and applause), and perhaps among his ancestors was 
this Rob Roy McGregor who had been the most suc- 
cessful cattleman at the end of Lochcatrine, who es- 
tablished himself at Inverness where he uttered the 
famous defiance: 

Men may rob us of name, 

And pursue us with beagles, 

Give our roofs to the flame 

And our flesh to the eagles, 

Burn down the rooftree by vassal and Lord 

McGregor has still both his heart and his sword. 


And that was the battle cry of the McGregors in 
those days when they were the most successful cattle- 
men of all the south of Scotland, and I had a few 
ancestors who were competing in the business at that 
time (laughter). The story is told that when a lit- 
tle group of these fellows were walking along through 
a border county just across the line in England—the 
stacks in England, in the north of Engiand are buiit 
very carefully but a lot larger than they are in Scot- 
land; the climate is very damp and over in Scotland 
grain trequentiy has to built around a clothes horse, 
what we would call a clothes horse, in order to let 
it dry out. The stacks are very smali, but over in 
the north of England some of these stacks are big- 
ger. One of these Scotchman saw a bigger stack 
than he had ever seen, it was a square stack and very 
weii built, and as he was waiking along with his 
companions he kept looking back once in a while over 
his shoulder at this stack, and finaily he was heard 
to mutter to himself as he looked back, “Gin you had 
four legs under you I would hae you o’er the border 
by morning.’’ (Laughter). 

Now, | am bound to confess that wherever fat 
stock shows have been held, no matter in what coun- 
try in the world, Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been 
in the last twenty or twenty-live years practically 
supreme, and | am quite pieased and quite willing to 
acknowledge that fact betore this audience of men 
and women who are engaged in breeding these cattle. 

Some years ago they established in Great Britain 
a championship cup tor the Smithfield show. It had 
to be won three times before it would become the 
property of the party who won it, three times in 
succession. There have only been three cups awarded 
and two of them have been won on behalf of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and the third one is well under 
way. The first one was won by his Majesty the King 
with Shorthorn exhibits; the next was won by the 
Earl of Strathcona, one of the noted breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle in Scotland, and the third was 
won by a man whose name will be familiar to you 
people here as you have seen him judging at the In- 
ternational Show in Chicago on one or two occasions, 
Mr. J. J. Cridlan of Monmouth Park in England, a 
man who has done a very great deal, and in fact has 
achieved remarkable things on behalf of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, and we are very proud of the fact that 
here a few vears ago Mr. McGregor was able to take 
to Canada the grand championship of the Internation- 
at Live Stcck Show in the City of Chicago and, nac- 
urally, he won it in both cases with an exhibit of 
Aberdeen-Angus steers. At that time I was Minister 
of Agriculture in the Province of Alberta and I was 
very glad to take one of these champions that he 
kindly loaned me and put it on a train with some 
other stock and exhibited it at 150 or more places in 
the Province of Alberta in order that the boys and 
girls who are living on farms might see what a Grand 
Championship at the International Live Stock Show 
looked like and get some idea of what was approach- 
ing the periect beast. Demonstrations of this kind 
I think are the most helpful thing that we can do 
for the development of our pure bred cattle. Now 
there are only a comparatively few people engaged in 
the breeding of pure bred cattle in any country, even 
in England and Scotland, where are the breeding 
grounds for the wor!d for high class live stock, at 
least for a great many years the world’s breeding 
ground for high class live stock. Still there are only 
a small proepertion of the people engaged in breeding 
pure bred cattle, and the great body of the farmers 
are engaged in breeding grade or cross bred cattle. 
Not cross bred cattle, grade cattle entirely, and some- 
times we hear people say: ‘‘Why should the Govern- 
ments spend the amount of money they are spending, 
and why should the societies, the breed societies spend 
the amount of money they are spending in putting 
on shows that are two-thirds devoted to pure bred live 
stock, when the great body of the people are simply 
breeding grade cattle?’’ Well, the answer is quite 
conclusive: If you are going to breed good grade 
cattle in any country, there is only one way you can 
breed them, and that is by securing high class sires 
to breed them from, and the grade cattle in the coun- 
try, the commercial cattle that week after week go 
into the stock yards are the production of the pure 
bred cattle that are produced in the country, and if 
the pure bred cattle weakens at all, not only does it 
hurt the pure breds, injure them, but it begins to 
destroy the breeding of commercial cattle, which is 
the backbone of agriculture in both your country and 
mine, and the standard for the breeding of high class 
live stock, even though there be a comparatively small 
number of people engaged in it, absolutely affects ev- 
ery branch of breeding cattle in the country. 

Breeding cattle is something in which you cannot 
stand still; you have either to go ahead or go back, 
and just as soon as you weaken the breeding of the 
pure bred cattle you begin to destroy the breeding 
of the grade cattle and that means the ruination of 
agriculture in a country like either Canada or the 
United States. 

Your people are the producers of corn; I don’t 
know what the corn statistics within the United 
States are, but I have in my mind you produce some- 
thing in the neighborhood of about three billion bush- 
els of corn in a year. You produce a great amount 
of it annually; there is a limited world market for 
corn. I believe the world’s market for wheat is not, 
to a certain extent, limited; I believe new markets 
can and will be developed for wheat in the Orient and 
in other plees, but it is more difficult to develop a 
new market for corn and there is only a comparative- 
ly small export for the United States for the corn 
crop, showing there is only one way to market it 
and that is by feeding it and by feeding it on the 
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men of your breed.’’ (iaughter and applause.) 

Now I am bound to say it is perhaps a good job 
we have rot the privilege of choosing our own an- 
cestors; we might make a rather bad job of it, but 
I will tell you what we have che privilege of doing: 
We have the priviiege of choosing the ancestors of 
our cattle and it is the most fascinating job in the 
worid. 1 don’t know of anything that appeals to 
men and women as much as that privilege of breed. 
ing high class live stock by choosing the ancestors 
of the cattle, and this is a game that only intelli- 
gence can win at. The fact that a man has a lot 
of money and can buy the highest priced cattle there 
are, does not mean that he can buy the best caitle 
there are or breed the best. It is something of a 
gambie, but ic is also something that requires pa- 
tierce and industry and inteiligence to a degree, and 
that is what makes it the most fascinating game in 
the worid, and then you are dealing with living 
things. 

I don’t know anything a fellow can get more fun 
out of in this world than calves, especially if he 
owns the caives himself. 1 don’t think there is any- 
thing that will appeal to men or women or boys 
and girls just as much as calves. I got to like cat- 
tle a long time ago, I got very fond of cows when 
1 was a littie small boy and I don’t know whether 
any of you people ever lived out in the country and 
went for the cows on a frosty morning or not, but 
I did, and my father fas a Scoich farmer who al- 
ways had good grass for his cows, and the clover 
in the fall would be far too long for comfort if you 
had co go through it in the morning, but putting on 
boots was a tedious job and I could run faster then 
than I ean now and it was ail right going along the 
beaten path until you got to the pasture, and then 
some of the cows had sense enough to be there at 
the gate, but then you would see an old one lying 
over in a far corner and the red clover about a foot 
high and white with frost, between you and the cow, 
and there was not anything for you to do but foot 
it, because my tather did not allow the cows to 
chased by dogs, if you please and the only thing was 
to get ready shortly to make a dash through this 
clover for the cow and you got over there and gave 
her a kick and she got up and stretched and stepped 
awey and then you stepped over to the warm place 
she had been lying, (laughter) that is the first time 
I got very fond of cows. (Laughter). 

I made their acquaintance then and I have been 
very pleased to keep it up ever since and the thing 
that will attract boys and girls and men and women 
to farming is live stock. That is the only permanent 
basis upon which you can build agdiculture in this 
of any other country. Agriculture in England and 
Scotland is what it is today because men and women 
who are engaged in it, believe they are engaged in 
the finest occupation there is in the world. I don't 
pelieve there is any occupation to’ be compared to 
it. I believe that the only aristocracy worthwhile in 
Great Britain is the aristocracy of the land, of the 
men and women who have the privilege of living 
on the land and building up high class herds of live 
stock is a tradition that has been handed down from 
father to son for two, three of four generations, 
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ation ever makes a very great 
anes =~ high class live stock.

I am not going to indulge in any prophecy tonight 
about the sore of prices we are going to 
get for our breed of cattle in the future Is a really 
dangerous thing to do. I did a lictle of it four or 
five years ago and erg hewn since — — 

i sometimes works havoc wi any prophecies 
pang and consequently as I know there is more 
time going by I am not going to take any chances 
of making any prophicies now, because perhaps il 
I came back to you a little later on you might have 

reply to make to me. 

‘ Ths reminds me of a little thing that happened 
some years ago when I was a boy up in the County 
of Bruce and belonged to a farmer’s organization 
called “the Patrons of Industry,” and we met every 
second Friday night in a litile hall and the Knights 
of Pythias met on the alternate Friday night when 
we didn’t meet, end one night a friend of mine came 
in and he thought it was the Patrons of Induscry 
who were meeting and he went up and gave the sig- 
nal on the door and the fellow slid the little door 
back and looked out ‘through the little square hole and 
he gave him the Patrons’ pass word which was 
“With Power We Sow,” and this fellow looked 
through the hole and he said ‘‘The hell you say,” 

(laughter) and then he just slid the little siide back. 
The fellow did not rap any more and came down 
stairs and met me in the street and he said * I was 
up to the Patrons tonight and they wouldn’t let me 
in.” I said, “The Patrons are not meeting tonight, 
it is the Knights of Pythias.’’ ‘“Gracious,’’ he said. 
“I was up there and gave them the pass word, but’ 
he said, “it is all right, I got their reply.” (Laugh- 
ter.) So I am not going to give you any chance to 
give me any reply on the prophecy business, because 
I am not going to make any. But I thing most 
people who are engaged in the cattle business today 
realize that we are fairly well through the difficult 
times and that better ‘times are certainly ahead. 

But I want to congratulate you people who are 
engaged and interested in the cattle business for fact: 
That during the depression that we have had you 
have never let the standard of your cattle down and 
i want to say to this Association that I have ob- 
served during this !ast couple of days the judging 
of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle at this International 
Show, if we are at the end of this depression when 
the breeding of high class cattle has been the most 
discouraging business for the men who are engaged 
in it, if you can make as much improvement as you 
have made to produce the kind of cattle you have 
had in the show yard today and yesterday at the end 
of the discouraging period, then I have real hopes 
of the things that you wili do when more favorable 
days come along. (Applause) 

Agricultlure in the United States owes far more 
than it will ever be able to compute or calculate to 
the men who stayed with the agricultural game 
through good and through evil report and when times 
were hard and feed was high cattle were cheap, went 
on feeding and caring for their cattle, feeding che 
best and trying to develop the best, so that at the 
end of this period of depression your cattle are bet- 
ter than they were before. 

You know that you are in a position now to go on 
and reap something for yourselves, and because of 
your having improved your cattle you are going to 
contribute more than you can reckon and more than 
the country can reckon to the improvement of the 
grade cattle and the market cattle that are going 
ito the stockyards to make and build what is one 
of the wealth producing industries of his great re-

public and that, after all, is the great thing that 
breed societies of this kind do, that you are able to 
get together and interest men and women of enter- 
prise and ability and intelligence who will give their 
time and their energy to the building up of breed 
societies like this to the improvement of the breeds 
even when prices are discouraging. So that when we 
are in a position to reap the full fruits of agricul- 
ture in this country you will have the catle through 
which you can do it, and I want to offer my sincere 
eongratulations, and as one who has been interested 
all my life in the development of agriculture and 
its improvement in my own country, I want to con- 
gratulate you on the show you have put on here and 
congratulate you on what I believe will be an ex- 
cellent future for the Aberdeen-Angus cattle in this 
republic ‘to the south of the 49th parallel (applause). 
Now, Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen, | would 
not attempt to discuss or disclose anything of the 
history of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, because I would 
be discussing it with men who have given is far 
more study than it has been my privilege to give 
it, although I have had occasion, as Miniscer of Ag- 
riculture in my own province, I have had occasion 
to give attention to all breeds of caitle and to en- 
deavor to be fair to all breeds of cattle, and at one 
time we had my friend, Kenneth McGregor, who 
is here tonight as our instruccor in animal husband- 
ry in the University of Alberta when I was Minister 
of Agriculture there, and I remember Ken used to 
worry some of our Shorthorn breeders by praising 
their Shorthorn cattle in the language ‘‘They were 
as smooth as an Angus.” (Laughter) However, I 
am bound to say that that sort of thing always 
pleased me, because if you are going to give illustra- 
tions, you have got to have standards and there is 
no question about the facc that the men who wanted 
to perfect the breeding of Scotch Shorthorn cattle 
did take a standard and did take that standard from 
Aberdeenshire where the black cattle existed before 
Amos Cruikshank began his work of producing whai 
is after all a true breed of Shorthorn cattle. 

As I said, Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen, 
I don’t intend to disclose anything of the history of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed, except a few observations 
I have made of what Mr. McGregor has done in our 
own country. He has been a leader in this business 
and I think I said at the start that after all it is 
the men who undertake this sort of thing that make 
a success of any line of live stock breeding and just 
according as these men have enterprise and ability 
and intelligence, they will develop the breed that 
they are giving their time and attention to. And so 
in an association where every man, and if the busi- 
ness men in the town or city are interested, who 
have a taste for farming and desire to develop some 
agricultural enterprise, who are interested in the 
improvement of the agricultural conditions in their 
country, if every man who is willing to do this that 
you can interest in the business, in the breed of 
cattle, they will push is just that much further for- 
ward, because men who have made a success of 
business enterprise and who have their minds trained 
for this business are usually very successful cattle 
breeders, if they give their time and attention to it, 
and the same thought and the same care to an en- 
terprise of this kind that they give to their othei 
business, and every new man who has been engaged 
in building up some other part of the business con- 
cerns of the country that you can engage in breeding 
your breed of cattle, will not only contribute to the 
success of the breed but will contribute very greatiy 
to the sum total of the agriculture of the United 
States of America, because there has been no country 
that has developed a permanent agriculture that has 
not based it on live stock. 

Now we are glad to see that the newspapers now 
a days, and especially the farm journals are giving 
a little attention to agriculture and to live stock, 
although if you have got a highly developed sense 
of humor I don’t know anything you can get more 
amusement out of than reading the reporis of the 
International Live Stock Shows in the daily papers 
in the City of Chicago (Laughter). 

I am bound to say at the present time I do not 
get very much fun out of making speeches. I can 
remember the time when I was rather fond of it, 
I thought I could make a speech, and rather looked 
for opportunities to do it. I got reasonably well 
cured one time when I was to be chief speaker at 
a garden party back home, largely because I was to 
be the only speaker, and I felt a good deal of par- 
donable pride in connection with the matter and 
went at it in a very serious sort of fashion, and the 
garden party was held in the open and I was walk- 
ing around under the trees, watching the young men 
walking around with the ladies, reflecting I could not 
indulge in that myself and while I was going about 
with these heavy thoughts in my mind the man who 
was to be chairman of the meeting came up and 
touched me on the shoulder and said, ‘“‘Will you 
make your speech now or will we let them enjoy 
themselves a little longer?’ (Laughter). And I am 
bound to say I never took the making of speeches 
just quite so seriously since, although I did get some 
fun out of one speech I made in he City of Chicago. 

I was here in the city one night a few years ago 
and the next morning a newspaper man came to me 
and said ‘‘We have a Press Club in the city and 
when distinguished strangers come to Chicago we 
frequently ask them to address the Press Club at 
Luncheon. It is composed of Newspaper men and 
some business and professional men in the city and 
there will be two or three hundred men there and 
we will be glad to hear from you.” I said, “You 


tell these fellows I came to Chicago to see cattle and 
I won’t go to the Press Club luncheon or anywhere 
else. I will be down to the Union Stock Yards all 
aiternoon,” and he left and went away. Next morn- 
ing he came back with another request and that 
struck me at the right time, I had just finished 
reading the report of the International Live Stock 
show in one of the Chicago daily papers, and just 
as 1 finished it he came along and said ‘Look here, 
Marshall, those fellows still want you to come.” I 
said “I will be there,” and I said, ‘“‘They need not 
hold their papers back from press in order to in- 
clude my speech because there will be nothing that 
I say wever published in the Chicago daily news- 
papers.” 

I went there at noon and I will not impose on 
you the somewhat lenghthy speech I made to them, 
but I wil give you some idea of what I said to them. 
I said to these people “You have a great city here, 
this city of Chicago, ic is a marvelous city, big 
city, but if the live stock were wiped out of the 
United States of America tomorrow, one-half the 
people in this great city would be idle, because you 
are the greatest packing town on the North Ameri- 
can continent and fifty per cent of the population is 
employed because you have a country producing live 
stock, and you have going on here in Chicago today 
the greatest live stock show in the world. There has 
been a Royal Winter Fair started in Toronto you 
know,” (laughter) and I said, “I have picked up a 
great Chicago daily this morning to see what they 
had to say about the show and I found they had 
given it about half a column and about chree-quart- 
ers of what was taken up with describing how a 
young lady showed great intrepidity in riding a 
horse over the jumps in her street dress because her 
trunk had got lost and she didn’t have her riding 
costume.”” 

I said “I would like to see the smart young fellow 
who wrote that story, I would like to see that fellow 
who has that sort of a conception of the value and 
improvements of live stock today in the United States 
ot America,” and then I said “I would like to meet 
the fellow who wrote up a report on the price of 
eggs,” the price of eggs had gone up to one dollar 
a dozen and this feliow was writing a story as to 
how to reduce the price. He was going to make egz- 
less omelets and cakes and going to organize women’s 
societies not to buy eggs. I said “‘Did it ever occur to 
the smart young fellow that a good way to reduce the 
price of eggs would be to get more hens to lay?” 
And I said “I hope to the Lord that eggs go to a dol- 
lar and a half a dozen and beef to a dollar and a 
half a pound until half of the fellows like you will 
be chased out of the city onto some farms to feed 
calves and set clucking hens.” 

Then I turned over, I said, to another part of the 
paper and found something not written by a cub re- 
porter but written by the great Washington corres- 
pondent of the paper, a story of President Wilson’s 
message to Congress and I said “I read it with some 
interest because I have a passing interest in politics 
and it was all right until I came to where it dealt 
with agricultural and rural benefit, and this smart 
fellow wrote this story and paid for sending it over 
the wire and he said ‘When the farmers read Presi- 
dent Wilson’s remarks on agricultural benefits they 
will say dash dash.’ ‘Why, after all, the President 
is not a bad sort of a fellow.’ ” 

Now I said “I want you fellows to understand that 
the President’s message is as understandable among 
the native farmers of the United States as it is in the 
office of the great Chicago Tribune and I want to tell 
the newspapers of your city and country, that the 
daily newspapers have done more to drive the boys 
off the farms than any other single influence that 
has ever been abroad in this country, because the 
farmer has always been pictured as a rube, as the 
jay and the fellow who comes to town chewing a 
piece of straw and as the fellow who pulled off his 
boots and then blew out the gas, and that sort of 
thing has been drilled into people of this country 
year after year and day after day until every boy is 
made to believe that nobody would choose farming 
as a profession of his own will and that men and 
women are on the farms because they are condemned 
there by accident of birth, because they happened to 
have a farmer for a father and they were never quite 
able to leave it and the only chance they have to be 
anybody or get anywhere or amount to anything is to 
get off the farm and get into some miserable city, 
and so I said “Your newspapers have driven the boys 
off the farm, herded them into this miserable city 
where you pay them $40 a week for the work they 
do and charge them $41 a week to live, and the only 
compensation you give them is the glare of the electric 
lights and cement walks to walk on when they might 
have been traveling on good green grass if they had 
been left in the country where they belonged. And 
that sort of thing has been carried on to the detri- 
ment of agriculture in both your country and mine 
for a great many years,” and I said “If you fellows 
want to meet the real citizens of the American Repub- 
lie for the first time in your life, up until now you 
have been entirely unacquainted with them, come with 
me this afternoon and I will introduce them to you, they 
are down in the Union Stock Yards, they are stand- 
ing down there watching the Herefords, the Short- 
horns and the Aberdeen-Angus cattle and these are 
the men who are making this great American re- 
public, these are the men who are making it possible 
for the great city of Chicago to live and move and 
have its being and all the time you newspapers have 
been campaigning against the farmers, belittling their 
occupation and their profession and so driving the 
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W. H. Cooper

boys and girls off the farm, holding it up to them as 
a more or less undesirable occupation.” 

Now the associations such as you represent have 
been doing the very opposite; you have been pro- 
gressing in the other direction, because in the breed 
socities, among the people who breed pure bred cat- 
tle, you include the very best class of farmers and 
the most intelligent class of farmers who are the 
most progressive class of farmers, those who want to 
have things a little better than the other fellow ever 
had them, who want to have things a little better 
than their neighbor and a little better than anybody 
else in that class, perhaps better than anybody who 
lives in that state. 

The other day when I was getting a car to come 
up here from the Stock Yards, yesterday afternoon, 
I think it was, a boy came to me and said ‘‘How will 
I get to such and such a station?’ I said “I have 
not the slightest idea but I know it is somewhere up- 
town and there is one station I know it is the Con- 
gress strect station, we can get off there and ask the 
policeman.”’ I said ‘‘Were you showing a calf?’ He 
said “‘Yes.”’ ‘Did you have any success?” ‘Oh, not 
very much” he said. I said ‘‘What did you get?’”’ He 
said “I got ninth place.” I said “You did first rate 
for a start.” He said ‘‘Yes, but I want to tell you 
when you have to compete with Uncle Sam you get 
into trouble. That calf looked pretty good at home 
but when you have to compete with pretty near every- 
body in the world at a show like this, you feel maybe 
the calf wasn’t as good as you thought it was.” 

That boy got more education here than he ever got 
anywhere before, in showing the calf here; I don’t 
know his name but he deserves a lot of credit for 
getting ninth place, but he also got the finest educa- 
tion in live stock he ever got in his life. Your breed 
societies have made that possible, you have made it 
possible to have exhibitions of this kind and as I have 
said, the breed societies include the most enterprising

of the farming communities and they are building up 
agriculture and making it a reputable occupation and 
making it an occupation that will interest people to 
get into it, and that is why I am always glad to 
come and exchange opinions with any organization 
such as yours. 

As these enterprises militate to the improvement 
of the cattle of the country, it means improvement 
of the agriculture of the country and so builds up 
not only the live stock industry and agriculture in 
this great and fertile country but at the same time it 
builds up the finest citizenship that you can build up 
in any country, because if you can build up an intelli- 
gent citizenship out on the land, in the country where 
the people have opportunities to breathe fresh air

proud privilege of living on the land and_ breeding 
high class live stock. (Prolonged applause.)

Cattle Feeding Situation December Ist. 

Increased shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle into the Corn Belt States in Novem- 
ber compared to November, 1925, brought 
the total movement into these States for 5 
months, July to November, to practically 
the same number as for the corresponding 
period in 1925. The movement was mater- 
ially smaller than for the same period in 
1922, 1923 and 1924. 

Decreased shipments into the States west 
of the Missouri River were offset by in- 
creases into Iowa, Indiana and Ohio. IIli- 
nois and Missouri received about the same 
number as last year. 

To the extent that total shipments of 
stocker and feeder cattle during these 
months indicate the volume of winter feed- 
ing, it would seem that there would be about 
as many cattle fed this winter as last in the 
Corn Belt. A comparison of the character 


of the cattle brought in in the two years, 
however, shows that the movement this year 
was more largely of stocker type cattle than 
last year.

By feeding his pure bred Aberdeen- 
bull calf to a weight of 1090 pounds _ the 
day it was one year old, Harry Elrod, Or. 
leans, Indiana, achieved the distinction of 
having the first calf of this breed to pass 
the 1000 pound mark at this age in Indiana 
or any other state since the Thousanj

The sire of this calf is Lad of White River 
230196 and the dam is a good type pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus that has produced 
two calves and been bred again in two years 
and two days time. 

“Two things are necessary to produce 
maximum gains on beef calves,” says Mr, 
Eirod who is a prominent farmer and live 
stock breeder of Lawrence County, Indiana. 
“The first is good breeding and the second 
is proper feeding and management. The 
sire and dam of my calf are both pure breds 
and the cow is a regular producer and heavy 
milker. She ran in a bluegrass pasture the 
summer before she calved. After calving 
in November, she continued to run on pas- 
ture until the weather got cold, when she 
was kept up in the lot and fed silage and 
alfalfa hay. For a short time after calving 
a given a light allowance of a dairy 
feed. ; 

“T am a great believer,” says Mr. Elrod, 
“in getting my calves onto feed as soon as 
they will nibble the grain and also keeping 
them off grass so they will consume the 
maximum of feed. Therefore, I put this 
calf with two others of about the same age 
in a large light box stall and kept alfalfa 
hay before them at all times. For a grain 
ration I made a mixture of two parts shell- 
ed corn, one part threshed oats and one part 
wheat bran, with some oil meal added. With 
this feed before them they began eating at 
a very early age and continued ‘to eat in- 
creasing amounts as they got older. When 
spring came, I kept them in the barn except 
for exercise because I find that when run- 
ning on grass calves will not eat a maxi 
mum of grain and consequently do not gain 
as rapidly. 3 

“Many farmers with beef calves are In- 
clined to let them develop more slowly, but 
my feeling is that it is more profitable to 
push them from the beginning. In this way 
the pure bred man has bulls that are mark- 
etable at one year. The breeder of grate 
calves for market will also find it more 
profitable to feed the Thousand Pound Calf 
Club Way and have a crop of yearlings that 
will bring him as much money as they 
would if allowed to grow on grass the first 
em to be fattened and sold as two-year 
olds.”

pure bred beef sire. 

If a scrub or inferior bull can be bought 
at $75.00 what would be a fair price for a 
well bred pure bred sire? The Journal con- 
tends that any farmer who has ten or more 
cows in his herd can afford to pay from 
$125 to $150 for a good bull and still be 
money ahead. While the man who has twen- 
ty or more cows can well afford to select 
a still better bull at $200 to even $300 if he 
uses his calves for market purposes only. 
The bull will be good for two to four years 
service and at the end of that time bring 
a good fair price to go to some other herd. 
At the end of his usefulness as a breeder he 
will net a nice credit over the block. 

This little argument is not couched in elo- 
quent language, but rather is a plain state- 
ment of facts that can not be successfully 
controverted. An argument that should 
“stick” in the mind of the reader who has 
not been overly successful from a financial 
standpoint in the production and disposition 
of his surplus calves. $150.00 per load is a 
margin that costs nothing extra except the 
price invested in the bull that sired the 
calves and it is quite doubtful whether or- 
dinarily it would require any where near 
that amount to pay the difference between 
the ordinary bull and the pure bred bull that 
is responsible for the difference. 

The Journal is proud to number among its 

readers thousands of good wideawake farm- 
ers who will appreciate this little compari- 
son and in turn apply it to their own ex- 
perience. To these gentlemen no other bull 
can be more highly recommended than a 
well balanced, lowset, thick Aberdeen-An- 
gus. 
Perhaps it will be permissible again to 
refer to the difference in prices attained at 
the recent American Royal Show at Kansas 
City, where the 1200 head of Post calves, all 
Aberdeen-Angus, sold first and at two to 
more cents per pound above others in the 
yards. All this talk about “just as good” 
has no foundation in fact, for no other 
breed approaches the Aberdeen-Angus when 
it comes to selection for the feed lot.

At the shows in Ire- 
land Mr. R. C. Williams carried nearly ev- 
erything before him, his two-year-old heif- 
er Pianette of Coolcower gaining the cham- 
pionship, with the aged bull Bleriot of Bal- 
lindalloch reserve. Visitors to the Highland 
at Kelso were unanimous as to the fine dis- 
play which the breed made. It was again a 
Ballindalloch bull that headed his sex—Mr. 
John Philip’s Earl Esco of Ballindalloch, 
while the corresponding Ballindalloch Cup 
for the best cow was won by Mr. Kerr’s 
Jessamine Erica, of the notable Juana Erica 
family. Both these had however to give 
way in the competition for the supreme 
championship of the breed which was car- 
ried off by Sir Leonard Brassey’s two-year- 
old heifer Marquetta. The Royal at Read- 
ing also saw an exceedingly good turnout 
of the breed, and here the male champion- 
ship went to Sir Leonard Brassey’s Black 
Jester which had stood next in his class at 
the Highland to the Dandaleith champion 
bull. The supreme championship of the 
breed was awarded to the same owner’s cow 
Barakalla, and the Apethorpe herd also car- 
ried off the Challenge cup for the most 
points in the Aberdeen-Angus section. Only 
in a word can there be noted the champion- 
ship at the Great Yorkshire—where there 
was a wonderfully good section—won by 
Barakalla, with Lord Glenconner’s two- 
year-old bull Eran of Netherton reserve. 
Then at the Royal Northern M. Walter Wil- 
son’s cow Elemi 3d won the supreme hon- 
ors, with Mr. George Cran’s two-year-old 
bull Ermine’s Ettrick in reserve place. A 
feature in connection with the show. season 
which should be noted, on account of its 
suggested significance, was the fact that 
for the first time several of the more local 
shows in England provided classes for Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. 

Losses were of course met with during 
the year, but these have been more than 
made up for by the number of new herds 
which have been started. Mr. H. C. Ven- 


out the Highland champion, the two-year- 
old heifer Marquetta at 165 gns. The Eng- 
lish Association’s joint sale at Banbury 
where the honors lay with Mr. Ainslie Wat- 
son, who sold two heifers at 105 gns. each, 
resulted in averages of £35:9:1 for females 
and £46:7:6 for bulls. 

The autumn sale season concluded with 
the Joint sale at Aberdeen when the effects 
of a big entry and adverse conditions 
throughout the country generally were re- 
flected in a fall in the average by £5 to 
£34:18:9 for 247 head. The best prices in- 
cluded 230 gns. for a yearling heifer from 
Harviestoun, 170 gns. for another yearling 
entered by Mr. Innes, Pitmedden, and 155 
gns. for a two-year-old heifer from Doon- 
holm. 

At the various sales this year 1724 bulls 
averaged £49:9:6 and 840 females, including 
heifer calves £37:12:7, or an average of 
£45:11:6 for 2564 head. This compares with 
£46:12:1 of an average for 2654 head in 
1925, and the fact that there is only a drop 
of £1:0:7 in the average is, in view of the 
unfavorable conditions which have been ex- 
perienced during the year both as regards 
the export trade and the home market, a 
striking tribute to the sound hold which the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed is steadily gaining 
in commercial farming circles throughout 
the country. 

The export trade was far from flourish- 
ing during the year, but with all the export 
difficulties that had to be encountered small 
lots found their way to Chile, the Falkland 
Islands, Kenya and Germany. The Argen- 
tine however was, as usual, the best export 
market, and breeders are able to congrat- 
ulate themselves that in that country the 
prospects of the breed are decidedly encour- 
aging. Breeders there are reporting a bet- 
ter enquiry for troops of pure por cruza 
cows than they have ever before experienc- 
ed, and the bull sales during Palermo show 
were regarded as quite good, and were fol- 
lowed up by an even more healthy demand 
for ordinary camp bulls. The champion at 
Palermo sold at £1375, and the champion 
and reserve champions of the different ages 
averaged £775.

Next came the junior contest with four 
out. The smooth Canadian calf Black Mon- 
arch W. was a tidy one, but he had no 
chance, his age was against him, and then 
too Earl Marshall had out a pair of sons,
